PUBLIC    LIABILITY    CLAIMS 


Thirteen  claims  of  this  nature  were  considered  and  acted  upon 
by  The  Committee  on  Accident  Compensation.     Four  of  these 
were  disposed  of  by  settlement  primarily  on  basis  of  unpaid 
medical  at  a  cost  to  the  University  of  $1,  074.  90.     Nine  cases 
were  considered  but  definite  decisions  were  deferred  pending 
further  developments  in  each  case. 

In  acting  upon  such  claims  The  Committee  on  Accident  Compen- 
sation is  necessarily  governed  by  the  applicable  principles  of 
Illinois  law  under  which  the  University  is  not  liable  to  the  claim- 
ants unless  their  injuries  were  proximately  caused  by  negligence 
upon  the  part  of  the  University  or  one  of  its  agents  or  employees, 
and  unless,  even  if  the  University  was  negligent  in  the  premises, 
the  claimant  was  free  from  negligence  on  his  part  which  contrib- 
uted to  his  injuries. 
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
